Arounu noon 
he returned to the shop and Mr. Tnompson paia him ana asiieu nim v.hen 
he woula be baCK to work. He stated he did not kno7i, tnat his 
brother in Jasper Texas v,as sick, in tne hospital ana they wanted him 
to go there to s ay with his Droti-,er. 

Mr Thompson nas not seen him since. Thompson stated that the aay
